THE TEMPERATURE COOLED. 

The following are details of yesterday’s de- 
velopments up to the hour of the dangerous 
attack outlined above:

He enjoyed ten hours’ sleep and rest 
last night and was only interrupted twice by 
Dr. Douglas, who dressed his throat with co- 
caige, and the General, who bas been troubled 
with aphony tor some time, found on-arising 
this morning that he could use his voice in 
whispered utterances. He said that he could 
use his voice, but that he did not propose to do 
so exceptinacase of deep necessity, and he 
makes many ot his wants known through the 
“agency of pantomime and has become quite 
proficient in this means of communication. 
Dr. Douglas, in speaking of the exhilarating 
air on the mountain, said: This air is just 
what Gen. Grant needs, as its bracing qualities 
seem to invigorate him.“ While the General 
sat on the piazza this forenoon surrounded by 
his family, a photographer secured an excel- 
lent picture of the noted group.

Judge Stallo of Ohio Goes to Italy and 
Hanna Is Sent to the Argentine 
Republic. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 17.—|Special.j— 
The President is indignant at the Illinois Dem- 
ocrats. Today he protested vigorously against 
their endless badgering. To Congressman 
Lawler and other Illinois callers be said that no 
State was giving him so much annoyance; that 
the people of Illinois seemed to think theirs 
the only, State and Chicago the only city that 
have a claim on the President’s attention. From 
one toa score of Illinois men importuned him 
daily. There had never been a time since 
March 4 that he had not been annoyed about 
some Illinois office. He found that even now 
there are. more Iilitois officeseekers 
than at any previous time. The pressure 
was more than he was willing to stand. The 
two appointments already made, those of Judd 
and Marsh, instead of diminishing demands 
had increased them. Every train brings III 
nois applications for office. He intimated he 
will make no other appointments for Chicago 
till be is ready to dispose of all the offices 
there. He told Lawler that before acting on 
the Assistant-Treasurership, Collectorshbip, 
District-Attorneyship, or Appraisership he 
would decide upon the course to be pursued 
as to all. In the meantime he wanted it under- 
stood that prolonged visits to Washing- 
ton and daily calls at the White House 
and departments would injure rather than 
improve a candidate’s chances. He protested 
against the charges and countercharges con- 
stantly made by rival Chicago candidates. He 
said that bis advice to lljinois Democrats in 
Washington was to go home and let him have a 
chance to dispose of the applications on their 
merits on the papers presented. 

Lawler explained his scheme for settling the 
quarrels as to the Chicago offices. The Presi- 
dent promised to consider it. The President 
told Lawler that he bad reluctantly ignored 
McGarigie. He said McGarizie was well in- 
dorsed and behaved well, and that he would 
have been glad to have appointed him if there 
had not been so much opposition from so 
many sources. 

STALLO’S APPOINTMENT. 

Mr. A. C. Hesing of Chicago bas been more 
successful in securing an important foreign 
appointment than any Illinois Congressman. 
The appointment of Judge Stallo of Cincinnati 
to be Minister to Italy was brought about al 
most wholly through efforts of Hesing, Judge 
Stallo bad not made an appiication and no one 
appeared bere for him except Hesing. The 
latter presented the name of Judge Stallo on 
the ground that the Germans ought to have 
recognition in a more important place than 
that of Consul-General to Berlin or 
Vienna. His argument was that the ap- 
pointment of Stallo would be recognized 
by Germans as National and not as from Ohio, 
and that Judge Stallo was empbaticaily a rep- 
resentative man. The appointment of Stallo is 
evidently intended by the Administration as 
an attempt to heal the breach between Bayard 
and the Germans which bas recently been 60 
marked. Condon was excited when he heard 
the news, but bore his disappointment well and 
said cheerily that he had made a square fight 
for a big place and bad been beaten. He in- 
tends to oall on the Président tomorrow, he 
says, to gay good-by and to express his confi- 
dence that the President acted on the best 
motives iu the selection.

SECURING UNIFORM APPRAISEMENTS. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has written to 
the General Appraisers at New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore instructing them, 
with a view to securing uniformity of ap- 
praisements and classification of imported 
merchandise, to require appraisers to daily 
forward to them sampies of all textile and 
other goods of which samples can be taken 
which have been examined and ap- 
praised by them, beginning the Ist of 
July, each with a ladel attached 
showing place of manufacture and 
exportation, name of manufacturer, if obtaina- 
bie, shipper, importer, vessel's date and 
number of invoice, invoice value, entered 
value, appraised vaiue, discounts, charges, 
classification, widths of goods, and rate of 
duty, with such other particulars as may be 
deemed useful in relation to the subject. When 
a sufficient number of samples is collected, it 
is contemplated that there shall be a meeting 
of the Board of General Appraisers with other 
officers to be designated for the purpose of 
comparing values and classifications at the 
several ports, and correcting any irregularities 
that may be found. 


PEORIA’S POSTMASTER. 

Proria, III., June 17.—[Special.]}—If there 
de a reguiation in the Post-Office Department 
that no person who bas been indicted by a 
grand jury shall bold the office of Postmaster, 
Mayor Jobn Warner, appointed to the Peoria 
Post-Office yesterday, vice Washington Cockle, 
suspended for offensive partisanship, is ineligi- 
ble.

' CONDUCTORS AND DRIVERS, 


THE WEST DIVISION RAILWAY EMPLOYES 
WILL NOT STRIKE JUST YET—HIGLEY 
W RESIGNS.’’ 

About 500 conductors and drivers of the 
West Division Railway Company met last 
night at No. 99 West Randolph street to 
listen to Superintendent Lake's answer to 
the demand made by them several days ago 
and to take action thereon. J. W. Kieckner 
acted as Chairman. The following letter was 
read: 

CHICAGO, June 17,—J. W. Kleckner, Eg. — Sin: I 
have before me a communication over your signa- 
ture dated June 13, 1885. The demands made therein 
are of such a nature and kind that I cannot at this 
time concede to any of them. I shall, however, in the 
near future recommend the company to make 
some changes such as shall improve the general 
condition of those employed. I must here state 
that Mr. Charles L. Higley has voluntarily ten- 
dered his resignation, und therefore ts no longer 
an employé of the Chicago West Division Railroad 
Company. Respectfully, JAMES K. LAKE, 

This ietter was regarded as a virtual conces- 
sion on the part of the company. The an- 
nouncement that Charles Higley was no long- 
er an officer of the company was received. witb 
satisfaction. 

The resolutions adopted Saturday were then 
reconsidered and a committee appointed to 
draft new ones. The general trend of 
the sentiment as expressed in the speeches 
seemed to be against a. strike except 
as a last resort. The resolutions were 
regarded in the light of a compromise. 
The substance of them was that the conductors 
and drivers after sixty days’ service receive 20 
cents an hour; time to be taken from 
the morning cai! till the cars are in the 
barn at night; that the barn foremen are 
empowered to grant leave of absence for good 
cause for three days without consulting the 
officers of the company; that complaint made 
to the officers by passengers of the conduct of 
the drivers or conductors shall be accom panied 
dy $3, in case the charge is disproved the 
money to go to the man against whom the of- 
fense is charged to pay him for time lost while 
the charge was under investigation; and, last- 
ly, that the hours of work be not less than ten. 

At baif-past 2 o'clock this morning the reso- 
lutions were still under consideration. They 
were favorably received, and most of them 

ere probably aaopted later. This action of 
he men averts the probability of a strike, at 
least for the present.

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Probably the Finest Private Library to Be 
Given to New York Institutions 


New York, June 17.—({Special.|—The French 
war steamer conveying the statue ot 
Liberty, was spoken off Sandy Hook at 5:30 
this morning. She bad consumed twenty- 
seven days in her voyage from Rouen, France. 
Within an bour from the time she was reported 
her anchor was dropped in the horseshoe 
abreast of the United States steamer 
which bas been awaiting ber arrival for a week. 
The vayage was prolonged by the fact that the 
Isere had been used as a transport 
and had accommodations for coal for 
only six days’ steaming. She took 
the southeriy course and touched at 
the Azore Islands for coal, which was the only 
resupply she had had. Hence the most of her 
voyage was made under sail—the average 
speed not exceeding six knots an hour. 

The United States steamer Omaha received 
the visitor with full honors, yards manned and 
all buoting spread. The numerous pleasure 
craft in the lower bay also were full-dressed 
for the occasion, and yied with each other in 
paying their respects to the stranger. When 
the Isere came to anchor Capt. de Saune sent 
the following telegram to Gen. Stone, the acting 
Secretary of the Bartholdi Statue Committee: 
** Isere, carrying statue. Waiting instructions 
to remove. Answer immediately.” To this 
Gen. Stone sent the foilowing reply: “A 
thousand weicomes. I will go to see you im- 
mediately.“ Gen. Stone son after followed 
bis telegram on its way to the Isere. The an- 
chorage of the Isere is about a mile inside of 
Sandy Hook. She lies fully four miles south- 
east of the United States steamer Omaha. 
Early in the morning the commanding officer 
of the Omaha and several of his officers put 
of in a steam-launch and soon were 
on the decks of the Liberty-bearing 
visitor, exchanging civilities with Capt. Saune 
and his officers. It was then learned that pilot- 
boat No. 9 bad spoken the Isere at 10 o'clock 
last night. Pilot Henderson was taken aboard, 
but judged that the night was too dark for the 
safe crossing of the bar. He, however, took 
charge of the stranger and stood off there 
awaiting dayligut. It was 3 a. m. when the 
watchers at Sandy Hook first sighted the white- 
huiled stranger. Fifteen minutes afterward 
the name Isere, from Rouen,“ was read by 
signal, and at 5:45 the anchor was dropped 
after ber twenty-seven days’ buffeting of the 
waves. 

As soon as it was known that the Isere had 
arrived Mons, E. Bruwaert, the French Consul 
at Chicago, who is temporarily in charge of the 
Consuiate-General in this city during the ab- 
sence of M. le Faivre,4he Consul-General, in 
Europe, and Mons. A. Dausseing, the Chan- 
celior to the Consulate-General, at once started 
for the Battery, where a special tug had 
been kept ready for this very emergenoy. 
Without waiting for any one connected with 
the American committee, the French Con- 
sul and Chancellor started down the 
bay to the anchorage ground of the 
Isere. The tug which had been 
thus engaged was a very fast one, and reached 
the French vessel about 10:80 o'clock, when 
the commander of the latter received his coun- 
try's representatives with thé honors due the 
bouorable stations filled by them. It was un- 
derstood that the Consul had special orders 
from the other side to deliver to the command- 
er of the Isere, but the nature of these Cis- 
patches was not publicly made known. At 
about 10:30 o'clock Gen. A. P., Stone, Mr. Louis 
De Bebdian, Ald. Adolf L. : and several 
representatives of the 
Castle Garden on we tu 
er for a visit to I 
special object of Gen. Stone's visit 
was to introduce himself and 
to inform the officers of the leere of the gen- 
eral arrangements made forthe reception of 
the statue. The officers will not come to the 
city until Admiral Lacombe arrives. The Ad- 
miral isin command of this station, and the 
Isere will remain in the lower bay until he is 
ready to participate in the reception. As soon 
as the Isere was siguted the Fletober's flag was 
dipped as a salute. The officers of the French 
steamer had aiready noted the approach of the 
tug and had made arrangements for the recep- 
tion of Gen. Stone and his party when they 
drew up alongside. Mr. De Bebian hailed the 
Isere and was answered by Commandant Les- 
pinasse. The officers.and sailors of the French 
vessei received Gen. Stone with marked 
courtesy, and the sight was in many ways one 
to be long remembered. The French officers 
in unitorm greeted their visitors with uncovy- 
ered heads and profound bows as the intro- 
ductions were made. These formalities were 
of brief duration, however, and the party soon 
made its way to the commandant’s cabin, 
where the necessary preliminary ceremonies 
of reception were beld. 

During Gen. Stone’s visit to the Isere he re- 
ceived from Commandant Lespinasse the offi- 
cial document which transfers the title in the 
statue from France tothe United States. It 
is elaboratelv engrossed upon rich vellum and 
is embellished with portraits of Washington 
and Lafayette, with a picture of the statue be- 
tween them. Numerous official seals appear 
upon it. . 

Capt. de Saune said the voyage had been 
longer than he bad expected on account of the 
bad weather after leaving Rouen and before 
the {sere put into Fayal for coal. Twolve days 
were consumed between Rouen and Fayal, and 
it was stormy nearly the whole time from June 
4, when the vessel lett Fayal. to its arrival in this 
port. Notwithstanding the rough weather, 
said Capt. de Sauue, there was no shiiting of 
the valuable cargo. The statue has suffered 
not a particle from the voyage. You see,“ 
continued the Captain, the statue was boxed 
in Paris three months ago. It required 
fifteen days to convey the cases con- 
taining the metal from Paris to Rouen. 
The statue is in 214 pieces. Almost the entire 
storage capacity of the vessel is used, and the 
pieces range in weight from tbree tons to 100 
pounds each; 220 tons is the weight of the 
metal and the crates. As disposed of on the 
Isere its measurement 1s 800 tons. 

Capt. de Saune took a Frenchman's pride in 
showing the extent of his country’s gift to 
nher sister Republic. He asked about the 
pedestal, and said, with a smile: O well, it 
took eight years to build the statue.” 

The Isere is a bark-rigged vessel. Her long 
funnel stands midway between ber main and 
mizzen masts. Her hull is painted white. The 
crew are cleaning the ship now. No commun 
cation has vet been haa with the <hore. 

At the office of the Bartholdi Statue Commit- 
tee today it was announced that the formal re- 
ception of the statue would probably take piace 
Friday or Saturday. No change wil be made 
in the program as already announced.

EX-SENATOR JAMES W. NESMITH.

Now, 
as no precinct can possibly contain more than 
450 voters—and some of them will have as 
few as 225 voters—nobody will be fearful 
of being crowded out, and it is not con- 
ceiyable that there will be a mad rush for 
the polling-places before an early breakfast 
hour by the aristocrats,” whose unscrupu- 
lous plots the savory Van Pelt gang pre- 
tend to be apprehensive of. There will be 
ample time for everybody to get in his ballot 
any time in the day, and no workingman who 
wishes to deposit his vote between 6 and 7 
o’clock in the morning will meet with the 
least obstruction in so doing. There is really 
more demagogism than sincere regard for the 
public welfare in the pretense that working- 
men under any circumstances are prevented 
from voting. We believe there are no em- 
ployers in Chicago who will deny their men 
a reasonable time to cast their votes election- 
day; but, to make assurance doubly sure 
out of the power 
of any man to deprive his fellow- 
citizens of the free exercise of their 
suffrages and to anticipate the hypocritical 
objections of demagogs, this provision for an 
hour’s voting in the morning before work 
Degins was specially inserted in the bill for 
the benefit of the workingmen. Only dema- 
agogs, or scamps, or ignoramuses wil! pretend 
that the hour between 6 and 7 o’clock in the 
evening, provided by the law now in force, 
is more sacred or useful to workingmen than 
the hour between 6 and 7 o’clock in the 
morning. One proposition is as broad as the 
other is long. If the gang can find no 
better opposition to make to the new Election 
bill than this they will not succeed in pre- 
venting its adoption by the people of Chicago 
at the next general election by an overwhelm- 


ing majority. 


CHICAGO AS A SUMMEH-RESORT. 

Dispatches from New York City and other 
points in the East, in yesterday morning’s 
TRIBUNE, reported the thermometer at 96° 
and the atmosphere very humid. This means 
a condition of temperature much more intol- 
erable than it would be at the same degree 
were the air clear and dry. It means a sticky, 
muggy, damp, unwholesome condition of the 
atmosphere, joined with intense heat, which 
makes life a burden and superinduces a per- 
sonal discomfort faintly set forth in the al- 
mond-tree, the grasshopper, and the caper- 
berry of the revised version. The same 
dispatches also reported that people were 
leaving New York in large numbers in quest 
of cooler localities, gladly putting behind 
them the blazing and unhealthy furnace of 
glowing brick and stone, between whose nar- 
row avenues no cooling breezes can find their 
way to relieve sweltering humanity. 

While this fearful condition of things was 
prevailing in New York Chicago was quietly 
reposing on the shores of her great and beau- 
tiful lake with the thermometer at 62°; and 
at this writing the cool breezes are still blow- 
ing, the air is clear and bracing, the sky is of 
the loveliest blue, just flecked with great, 
fleecy white clouds, pleasure yachts are skim- 
ming over the lake, which is tinted with fas- 
cinating colors, and the streets are filled with 
animated, vivacious people all aglow with 
the tonic of our exhilarating atmosphere. 
With torrid heat to the east and south and 
cyclones, waterspouts, hail, thunder, and 
lightning to the west and north of her, Chica- 
go is enjoying the felicity of summer weath- 
er which every year seems to grow more 
ideally perfect, and every year emphasizes 
her claim of being the great summer-resort 
for the enervated and flaccid people of other 
cities. ‘* What is more rare than a day in 
June ?” the poet. Had it not been for 
the fetters of rhyme he might have complet- 
ed his interrogation by inquiring, What is 
more rare than a day in June in Chicago ?

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|THE TRIP OF THE LIBERTY BELL. 


It will be a gratifying announcement that 
the old Liberty Bell, which was sent from 
Philadelphia to New Orleans to help give the 
show in that city a boom, is at last released 
from its advertising duties. It is to be hoped 
when it resumes its old place it will be al- 
lowed to remain there, or at least that it will 
not be taken out again for the purpose of 
helping any show of any description. 

It has not been in creditable business since 
it has been away. Its journey to New Or- 
leans in the first place was not a dignified 
affair, It was taken along as a prize ox or 
mammoth pumpkin would have gone. When 
it arrived in New Orleans no one was ready 
for it. After it was in place no one paid 
much attention to it. As a boomer it was 
not a success. The show which it was to 
help advertise was a failure. When the 
shutters were put up it became necessary to 
send the old bell home again, and in connec- 
tion with its return trip it for the first time 
subserved a useful purpose. 

The officials of New Orleans were respon- 
sible for its return, and, with that fine sense 
of pecuniary propriety which usually char- 
acterizes municipal officials on a junketing 
tour, a careful investigation was made of the 
expense which would be involved in getting 
the bell home again. The cost was com- 
puted on the basis, first, that it would re- 
quire a majority of the Board of Aldermen 
with the Mayor at their head to get the bell 
back to Philadelphia; and second, that the 
cost would be paid out of the public purse. 
Figuring on these bases, it was found that 
by practicing a rigid economy $5,000 would 
pay all the expenses. Then the courts 
stepped in and prohibited the use of the pub- 
lic money for such a purpose. This knocked 
the estimate in the head, but it did not affect 
the necessity.for getting the bell back. Pri- 
vate contributions were called for, and whd¢h 
$2,400 had been paid in it was announced 
that this reduction by more than 50 per cent 
would be amply ‘sufficient to send the bell 
home in as good a shape as would have been 
the case had the public been expected to pay 
for it. 

As to the 604 taste of this proceeding 
opinions may differ, but the interference of 
the courts has had one good effect. It shows 
the difference there is between spending your 
own money and the public’s money, and the 
rule may be deduced from this story that the 
public always pays twice as much for the 
same service as the individual. From this 
point of view the journey of the old bell has 
been useful, for it has demonstrated beyond 
question the fact that when officials of any 
sort indulge in a junketing tour one-half the 
money appropriated, to put it in plain En- 
glish, is stolen. This is the only useful pur- 
pose which has been subserved by the trip of 
the old bell. When it gets safely into its old 
quarters it is to be hoped it may be allowed 
to remain there, enjoying its otium cum dig- 
nitate, and thankful that it was not made 
an excuse for pilfering from a Public ‘l'reas- 


ury. 


THE HNSIBLE SUPPLY.” 

One of the most interesting of the commer- 
cial statements that are regularly furnished 
to the grain trade is that of the visible sup- 
ply, being the quantities of grain that are in 
store at the principal points of accumulation 
in the United States and Canada and in 
transit between those points. We might 
say two of the most interesting, because 
it is the duplexity of the matter that largely 
makes it talked about. The Secretary of the 
Chicago Board of Trade and the Statistician 
of the New York Produce Exchange, each of 
them, compile such a statement for publica- 
tion Tuesday of each week, and the figures 
are compared, more or less closely, by many 
hundreds of men in the grain business. 

It is pretty well known that in regard to 
the quantities actually in store there is seldom 
any very large disagreement. Sometimes the 
New York man in his anxiety to be out 
early estimates the quantities in store in 
Chicago without waiting for the official fig- 
ures furnished by the Registrar here, and the 
guess is not always a close one. But where 
large quantities are involved, as in the case 
of the more than 40,000,000 bushels of wheat 
that now constitute the visible supply, a few 
thousand bushels more or less is a very small 
percentage of the whole. The great cause 
of disagreement between the two statements 
is in the estimates of allowance to 
be made for the quantities in transit 
by water and rail: Last week the Chi- 
cago statistician dropped out. of his reckon- 
ing some 900,009 bushels of wheat that had 
been shipped by water and not reported as 
having arrived anywhere within the limit of 
time set for the average e. The other 
statistician did not eliminate this quantity 
from his totals, and the consequence was a 
wide difference between the results, one 
showing that the visible supply of wheat de- 
creased nearly 400,000 bushels during last 
week while the other made it to have increased 


| nearly 600,000 bushels. Of course the ques-

HOW “‘ REFORM” WORKS AT PEORIA. 

The appointment of John Warner as Post- 
master at Peoria is a notable if not a rare 
instance in the program of civil-service re- 
form under Cleveland. Under all the cir- 
cumstances it is hard to see how a worse 
selection could have been made. An experi- 
enced, capable, and faithful official who had 
three years more to serve under his commis- 
sion was suspended without cause and his 
place given to a ward politician who lacks 
every element of fitness for the office. Fur- 
ther than this, the President rejected recom- 
mendations made on behalf of Democrats of 
high standing who had the practically unani- 
mous support of the respectable element of 
the party. The bammer politician carried 
the day not only over a faithful Republican 
official but as against immeasurably better 
men in his own party. 

Nor was this action taken in regard to a 
place of little importance. The Peoria Post- 
Office is the second in Illinois, and under the 
direction of the official just suspended it 
gained a high reputation for efficiency. Few 
offices in the Northwest were better man- 
aged, and this fact being shown by official 
records no attempt was made to charge the 
Postmaster with misconduct of any kind. 
The undisputed facts were that the Postmas- 
ter was a diligent, careful man and the Pe- 
orla office performed an unusual amount of 
work for the expense it caused. So good was 
the record of Mr. Cockle as an official that 
on the expiration of his first term, about a 
year ago, he was reappointed without a parti- 
cle of opposition. Mr. Cockle never was 
much of a political worker, althongh always 
a firm Republican, and his second appoint- 
ment was secured without solicitation and 
solely by reason of his merits as an official. 

To the amusement of all Peoria Mr, Cockle 
has recently been charged with being an 
** offensive partisan.” Every decent Demo- 
erat m Peoria finds it difficult to keep his 
face straight when he hears this allegation 
made seriously. The truth is that this of- 
fensive partisan ” is something of a Puritan 
in his political ideas, and might as well be 
suspected of burglary or larceny as charged 
with engaging in any of the dirty work of 
politics. Heisa genial, affable man, and, 
though firm in his political principles, has 
always held them without offense towards 
others. But it was found that he was a mem- 
ber of a Blaine and Logan Club last year and 
once served on a committee to receive Gen. 
Logan. The real; of his offending, how- 
ever, is that he always been a stanch 
Republican, voting for Lincoln, Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, and Blaine, and this alone was the 
action that made him offensive.“ 

Of the new Postmaster at Peoria it is per- 
haps enough to say that he is a man of little 
education; no business ability, and a decided- 
ly unsavory record. He was formerly in the 
liquor business at Peoria and served for a 
short. time in the internal-revenue service. 
The records of the department at Washing- 
ing will show the character of the service he 
rendered the Government when in its employ 
once before. He was twice under indictment 
for complicity in whisky frauds. For six or 
eight years past he has devoted himself ex- 
elusively to city politics, and been an imi- 
tator of Carter Harrison in a small way. 
Three times defeated for Mayor of Peoria, he 
finally effected such a close alliance of saloon- 
keepers, gamblers, and the bummer element 
that he was able to overpower the better class 
of the local Democracy and keep himself in 
office. Lately when he aspired to become 
Postmaster the decent Democrats strove to 
avoid the disgrace of having him officially 
recognized by Cleveland. They united in 
recommending for the office Mr. R. C. Bills, 
à prominent Democrat, an excellent business- 
man, anda citizen of high standing, but, as 
the event proved, the representative of the 
bummer element in city politics was able to 
beat a good man in his own party as well as 
to secure the removal of a capable and effi- 
cient Republican official. The incident is not 
very gratifying to the better class of Peoria 
Democrats, but it furnishes them right at 
home a signal illustration of ‘the progress of 
¢civil-service reform under Cleveland. 


THE NEW ELECTION LAWS. 

The passage of the Election Reform bill. 
designed especially for the protection of Chi- 
cago, is a great triumph over the County 
Board and City-Hall gang which has de- 
bauched che elections in this city for years 
and left no effort untried to defeat the meas- 
ure in the Legislature. It is also a triumph 
for the Republicans in the Legislature, be- 
cause the Democratic members permitted 
themselves to be influenced and used by the 
Chicago gang and its agents, and compelled 
the Republicans to summon their entire force 
in order to secure a quorum for the consider 
ation of the bill. Only one Democrat—Lin- 
egar—voted for the measure when it was 
put on its passage yesterday; all the others 
either voted against it or remained silent. 
This is a sorry record for the Democrats. 
The villanous operations of the Chicago 
gang are not denied. No vital objection was 
urged to the bill. 
the Legislature deliberately attempted to de- 
feat it by breaking a quorum and by other 
methods of obstruction. 

The new law remains to be adopted by 
popular vote before it can be applied to Chi- 
cago. It will be submitted at the regular 
élection next fall. Wenow believe that it 
will be carried, though we doubted it when 
it was first proposed. The desperate fight 
made against it in the Legislature has served 
to secure for ita larger measure of public 
concern than it would have had if it had 
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to de appointed by the County Judge from 


both parties, and it may be safely assumed 
that the County Judge will select men of 
out the voting precincts with a view to allot- 
ting about 300 votes to each precinct, and re- 
distribute them after every Presidential elec- 
tion which shows that any precinct contains 
more than 450 voters. They also appoint the 
election judges and clerks, dividing them 
equally between the two parties by assigning 
two judges to the Democrats and two to the 
Republicans in alternate precincts. A thor- 
ough and permanent system of registration 
is established under the supervision of the 
Election Commissioners, and Is verified by a 
canvass of the precincts by the two clerks of 
opposit parties. Voting by affidavit is 
abolished. The count of the ballots 
is hedged about by the most stringent 
rules, and the final canvass is taken 
out of the hands of interested parties and 
lodged in a returning board made up of the 
County Judge, the City Attorney, and the 
Election Commissioners, who are required to 
canvass the vote within seven days after the 
close of the election. In one word, the elec- 
tion is systematized from the beginning to 
the end, and the responsibility of those in 
charge of it is emphasized by adequate penal- 
ties for violating the law. 

Two other election laws have been passed 
which will be of some advantage to the State 
at large. One is known as the Curtis law, 
which limits the number of votes in a pre- 
cinct to 450 and requires the location of the 
polls in accessible and reputable places. This 
law might have been made much more useful 
than it will be if it had provided for the elec- 
tion of election judges by the people of every 
precinct from the two parties instead of leav- 
ing the appointment of the same in the hands 
of partisan boards. The third law is that 
which enables each political party to hold its 
primaries under the restraints of law in order 
to protect them from fraudulent voting. 

The Republicans of the Legislature are 
entitled to the gratitude of the people for the 
earnest and gallant struggle they have made 
for the reform of the election laws, and es- 
pecially for the passage of the Chicago law. 
The social and material interests of this great 
city will be promoted by the purification of 
the ballot-box and the consequent election of 
a better class of officials, which will be the 
result of this law. 


MR. GLADSTONE AND THE QUEEN. 

It has never been a secret that the Queen 
of England has no love for Mr. Gladstone, 
or even personal liking; but even this con- 
dition of her Majesty will fail to excuse the 
eagerness with which the petulant lady ac- 
cepted his resignation and the implied af- 
front which she sought to place upon the 
great Premier. When Beaconsfield, her 
favorit, went out for the last time his exit 
was made amid a blaze of royal red fire and a 
lusty fanfaronade of the royal trumpets. 
When Mr. Gladstone went out her Majesty 
did not even trouble herself to go to London, 
which is the conventional method of pro- 
cedure on such occasions. She did not even 
write her acceptance or send it by messenger, 
but telegraphed it. As a Ministerial crisis is 
the only occasion when her Majesty amounts 
to more than a figurehead, or has much to 
say in the matter of policy, it would have 
been natural, even were it not the custom, 
for her to repair at once to London; and that 
she did not do so was in the nature of an 
affront, even if it was not intended. It only 
shows that she allowed her personal feeling 
to overcome Ler sense of dignity and queen- 
ly propriety. 

Under such circumstances as these, her 
offer of an Earldom to Mr. Gladstone, by 
which it is apparent she hoped to secure his 
abstention from politics, was hardly less an 
affront. This, too, proved powerless, as Mr. 
Gladstone decided not to accept it. The 
grand old man needs no title at the hands 
of royalty to perpetuate his fame or enhance 
his merits. The record of his political career 
and the quiet dignity and scholastic triumphs 
of his private life are his best honors. His 
fame is already secure. He will go into his- 
tory as the moral hero who dared to save his 
country from a disastrous war in the face of 
popular clamor and political spite, hatred, 
and malignity. The historian will record of 
his two Premierships that he gave the country 
the disestablishment of the Irish Church, the 
Irish Land bill, the Elementary Education 
bill, the abolition of purchase in the army, 
the ballot law, and the extension of the fran- 
chise, which gives the ballot to 2,000,000 new 
voters and at last arms the farmers, garden- 
ers, artisans, and toilers of all kinds in their 
own defense, With such a record as this 
Mr. Gladstone needs no titles prefixed to his 
honored name. 

The ex-Premier can well afford to smile at 
the petty and shortsighted eagerness of the 
Queen to oust him from office as he contem- 
plates the responsibilities she has loaded upon 
her favorit Conservatives. The chickens she 
presented them are already coming home to 
roost. At the very outset the Irish Crimes 
act confronts them in such a dubious fashion 
that they are all at sea what to do with it. 
If they renew it they antagonize the faction 
which will defeat them. If they do not re- 
new it they will antagonize England. She 
has given them another dangerous gift in the 
person of the reckless demagog, Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill. He must be cared for in 
the Cabinet, and he has a sufficient followmg 
to demand what he pleases. He has already 
laid claim to the office of Secretary of State 
for India, but if he takes it warning has al- 
ready been given that Russia will consider it 
not only an affront but a hostile declaration. 
In revenging herself upon Mr. Gladstone the 
Queen has given the Tories a load which will 
be too heavy for them tocarry, and one which 
will be certain to overwhelm them in the 
coming election. Mr. Gladstone will not 
have to wait long for his vindication, which 
will be worth more to him than a thousand 
Earldoms.

Lord Churchill Still a Stumbling-Blook— 
| Great Fire in London. 


Lonpox, June 17.— [Via Mackay-Beunett 
Cable to The Tribune. — The political event of 
today was the visit of the Marquis of Salisbury 
to the Queen at Windsor. The audience was 
Postponed until this afternoon as her Majesty 
was too much exhausted by ber rapid journey 
from Baimoral to attend to affairs of state this 
morning. At 1 p. m. the coming Premier 
took a special train on the Great Western Rail- 
way, accompanied only by his private secre 
tary, and halt an hour later he was at Windsor 
Castle. The audience lasted two bours, which 
is almost unprecedented, as the Queen's 
customary limit for political interviews, 
including those of the utmost importance, 
is twenty minutes. On his return the Marquis’ 
special train got blocked by the long stream of 


.@xoursion trains from the races at Ascot 


Heath, which is half a dozen miles beyond 
Windsor, and his Lordship did not get back to 
bis town house until nearly evening. Several 
of the Conservative leaders were awaiting 
him, and another long conference was held, 
at which the stipulations made by the Queen 
were repeated by Lord Salisbury and formally 


ratified by the party chiefs. The general 
features of the interview between the 
Queen and Lord Salisbury became known 
at the Carlton Club during the 


evening from the. conversation of members 
who had attended the conference. From this 
source it is learned that her Majesty displayed 
a knowledge and grasp of the situation and a 
strength of determination such as she has 
rarely shown in recent years. She brushed 
aside Lord Salisbury’s objections to taking 
office because of the Liberal majority in the 
House by saying that she would see to it that 
the Liberals should give his Administration a 
reasonable degree of support. She said that 
she had already been in negotiation 
with the retiring Premier, and the 
latter bad agreed to refrain from 
obstructive tactics on condition that pending 
legislation should be completed as berun. The 
principal subjects of legislation to be affected 
by such a bargain are the measures now on 
their passage for the completion of the fran- 
chise-extension scheme. In regard to these 
measures—the Redistribution of Seats and the 
New Regiwstry—there is already a binding 
agreement between the leaders of the two 
parties, and therefore Lord Salisbury bad no 
hesitation in pledging himself, as the Queen 
desired that they should be carried through 
their final passage on the lines on which they 
were started. All fresh legislation was 
to be initiated by the new Goverument in ac- 
cordance with its own party principles, without 
deferring to the late Administration, and the 
Queen promised to use her influence and pre- 
rogative to prevent the Opposition from caus- 
ing embarrassmect. 

In regard to foreign relations, the Queen 
was very positive in her demand that the 
agreement in process of negotiation between 
Lord Granvilie and M. de Giers regarding the 
Afgban frontier question should be completed 
in order that peace may be preserved between 
Engiand and Russia. Her Majesty also in- 


sisted upon the advisability of seek- 
ing closer alliances with certain of 
the Continental Powers, especially 


Germany, and strictly enjoined Lord Salisbury 
to put an end to the political isolation into 
which England bas oeen drifting. Lord Salis- 


bury, it is understood, acquiesced in these 


views and promised to make overtures toward 
securing a closer friendship with Germany by 
favoring the latter's colonial enterprises in 
Africa and Oceanica.

‘THE DEADLY GRIP. 


AN ACCIDENT ON KANSAS CITY’S CABLE 
CAUSES TWO CARS TO DESCEND AN INCLINE

It is impossible to estimate how 
many acres of wheat were destroyed 
by the storm, but the damage in six townships 
in Yellow Medicine County, two townsbips in 
Lyons County, and three townships in Blue 
Earth County has been considerable. In the 
James River Valley and at many points along 
the Winona & St. Peter Road there is complaint 
of too much rain, particulariy on low land. 
W beat in some places is beginning to turn yel- 
low and much apprehension is felt. Heavy 
rains have fallen in the Red River Valley at 
short intervals since Friday last. A lettor 
from Glyndon says for the last three nights 
rain has fallen almost in floods and all 
fleids except those exceptionally well drained 
are very wet and not promising good results 
under the hot sun. The plant ia beginoling to 
turn yellow, and considerable solicitude is felt. 
Heavy and frequent rains have fallen in Da- 
kota during the last week, but have caused no 
particular damage so far. There is some com- 
plaint of wheat looking pale and yellow on low 
ground, but should the weather continue fa- 
voradle from this time no particular damage 
will result. The worst reports come from Cass 
County. Ripon.says about 50 per cent of the 
crop looks well and the balance is only 
fair. Considerable damage is reported from 
that section by the frost of the 7th inst. Gard- 
ner reports that the plant is healthy and well 
stooled, but on low land is very foui with weeds. 
Ayr reports that the crop would be first rate 
were it not for the great quantity of wild buck- 
wheat which is checking the wheat in many 
places. Reports from Wheatland, Durbin, Ev- 
erest, Norman, and Cusselton, in the big wheat 
belt of Cass County, are all of the most favor- 
able character, and say the condition com- 
pared with last year is from 100 to 115 
per cent better. Reports from 350 points, cov- 
ering eighteen of the principal wheat-growing 
counties in the Territory, say that the condition 
is equal to that of last year at this time, the 
majority of them say it is from 10 to 50 per 
cent better, and not one unfavorable report 
bas been received outside of Cass County. In 
the James River Valley there is some appre- 
bension on account of wet weuther, but 
as yet no reports of actual damage dave 
been received. In Minnesota the acreage 
of corn bas been increased about 15 per cent. 
This increase is due to the farmers 
being discouraged by the low price of wheat 
last year and is confined almost entirely to che 
southerly counties of this State. In the north- 
ern counties the reports ali say that the acre- 
age is about the same asiast year. In some 
of the larger counties in the south the increase 
is reported as hieb as 50 per cent, but the av- 
erage will not exceed 15 per cent in the State. 
The condition of the crop at this time is only 
fair; the season was backward, and the ground 
wet and untavoradle for early planting. 
Since then the weather has been cool a great 
deal of the time, and, while favorable for 
wheat, has not been so good for corn. The frost 
of tne 7th and the cold wave which lingered 
around this section tor two or three days 
checked the growth materially. The cool 
weather of the last few days has also bad a bad 
effect on the crop, and in some localities the 
plaut is reported us looking sickly. With 
favorable weacher, however, a very fair yield 
will be obtained. In Southern Daxota the acre- 
age has been increased fully as much as in 
Minnesota, if not more. The condition of 
the plant at this time is more favorable, as the 
weather was dry in the*early spring and seed- 
ing was completed somewhat earlier than in 
Minnesota. The weather has been more favor- 
abie for its rapid growth than in Minnesota.

MORE CYCLONE DEAD IN IOWA, 


LATEST REPORTS SHOW THE LOSS OF LIFE 
TO HAVE BEEN SHOCKING—TEN KILLED 
IN CHEROKEE AND THREE IN PLYMOUTH 
COUNTY. 

Sroux City, Ia., June 17.—Deaths in Chero- 
kee County by Sunday's storm are reported 80 
far to the numberof ten. A Bobemian farmer 
named Paule was blown into a siough and 
killed. A woman named Eriggsby was 
also killed. Mr. Gano and child were 
killed near Marcus, Cherokee Coun- 
ty. One child is reported killed 
four miles northeast of Remsen, while its 
father was said to be fatally injured. The 
names were not ascertained. Three deaths 
were also reported in Pitcher Township, but 
the names were not known and nothing has 
been received to verify the report. The report 
that seventeen lives were lost in that county 
is probably exaggerated, as iate reports fail 
to mention any further loss of life than given 
above. 

LEMARS, Ia., June 17.—The killed by the 
tornado in Plymouth County were William 
Gotsche, Nicholas Mackel, and a child belong- 
ing to a Holiend family of new-comers. An- 
other had its leg broken, and nearly every one 
of a large family received some kiud of in- 
jury.

AG@am Gotsche is hurt in the spine and 
internally. Mrs. August Mulcke had a leg 
terrily lacerated, and her daughters, Mary and 
Lizzie, are injured internally—the former also 
having an arm broken. The mother and aunt 
of D. E. Hayes had their collar-bones broken. 
A young man named Swain, who took refuge 
from the storm in the house of Mr. Cramer, 
was seriously injured, as also was Mrs. Cramer. 
Mrs. Silas Forbes was carried off in her house, 
while the rest of the family remained safe in 
the cellar, where, too, she had been, but re- 
membering her pet dog upstairs went back 
after it. She was severely hurt, but she saved 
the dog. Nicholas Godard had an arm broken 
and was otherwise injured. There were many 
miraculous escapes from death and injury. A 
good deal of stock was killed. Chickens were 
siain by the hundreds, while hail beat the 
growing crops into the ground in various 
parts of the country. ‘The injury to 
orchards and groves is something the country 
cannot recover from in years. Mrs. W. Gano 
and child of Marcus, Cherokee County, were 
killed and Mr. Gano badly burt.

GRAIN-TRADERS’ GUARANTY COMPANY. | 

The latest fake in so-calied insurance was 
launched June 1 under the pretentious name 
of The Grain-Traders’ Guaranty Company.” 
The chief organizers are C. G. Lines, who acts 
as President, and C. F. Van Winkle, who takes 
the place of Treasurer, The concern has offices 
situated in the Open Board of Trade Building. 
Messers. Lines and Van Winikle’s circular, 
which bas bad considerable circulation over 
the country, opens by pointing out the sad 
fact that whereas merchants and others have 
for many years had insurance against losses 
by fire, storm, and other calamities, the poor 
grain speculator has had no protection against 
losses from the great fluctuations that come 
about in exciting times. In the Grain-Trad- 
ers’ Guaranty Company” is supplied the thing 
wanted, and the patronage of the speculators 
is solicited. The guaranty company disclaims 
any connection with such suspicious phases of 
trading as puts and calls,“ dut magnani- 
mously offersto protect the trader from loss 
for the period of time and for the amount of 
grain covered by the policy issued. The circu, 
lar then cautiously states that the premium 
required depends upon the condition of the 
markets, a higher premium being of course re- 
quired in exciting times than in quiet times, 
The method of doing businees is pretty much 
as fol.ows: : 

As regards the buyer’s guaranty, if, for in- 
stunce, the closing price un August wheat is 
90 cents, the company guarantees that 
the opening price next morning will be 
90 cents or higher, and in case the market 
should open lower the company undertakes to 
pay the loss caused by the decline from the 
guarauteed price, As for the seller’s guaranty, 
if August wheat should close, say, at 90 cents, 
the company guarantees that the market will 
open next morning at 90 cents or lower, and 
should the opening price be bisher than 90 
cents the company promises to pay the loss 
caused by the advance from the guaranteed 
price. The oircular closes with another fling 
at puts,“ “calis,” and ‘*bedging,” and 3 
virtuous puff of the advantages to be derived 
from insuring with the ‘**Grain-Traders’ Guar 
anty Company.” .Policies are issued on 
amounts of grain from the modest 500- 
bushel lot upwards, and on »provis 
ions down to the (fifty-package parcel, 
Rates and further particulars are supplied at 
the office, and correspondents are wanted in 
every unfortunate town where there is specu- 
lauon. . 

The modest rates which the company are 
charging in the present quiet times, assuming 
that they have already issued some policies, 
are $2.50 per 1.000 bushels of wheat. The man, 
therefore, who wisbes a guaranty on 10,000 
bushels of wheat will be guaranteed till the 
time of the opening price next morning in con- 
sideration of the modest premium of $25. If 
the market should remain stationary, or rise, 
the guaranty company has rea wed $25 from 
its hineteen hours’ guaranty, while the 
insured speculator has stiil the comfort- 
able reflection that he was safe 
during the same period from any ruinous 
fluctuation. Should, hewever, the market have 
tallen one-eighth of a ceat, the $25 is divided 
up, and the guaranty company is still $12.50 
ahead for its nineteen hours' risk. As in quiet 
times there is seldom more than one-eighth of 
a cent difference between the closing and 
opening price, the guaranty company will, as 
a rule, always be half, when not the whole, of 
the amount of the premium ahead. Should 
there be one-fourth of a vent difference be- 
tween the closing and opening pricé—not a 
co.amon occurrence—if the market goes 
against the company, it will only require to 
band back che amount of the premium to the 
party insured, If the difference should prove 
more than one-fourth of a cent, then—but it is 
not with the bounds of credulity to believe 
that the guaranty company could stand it and 
still float. 

Should fortune smile upon the company 
there is no doubt whatever that there’s money 
in the business. The foregoing calculations 
bave been made on the basis of only 10,000 
bushels, so it is easy to see the piles of cash 
that can be made out of larger lots. Those 
who patronize the company are simply paying 
one-eighth of a cent per busdel for the guar- 
anty that the closing shall be the opening price, 
and doubtless the company will so regulate its 
scale of premiums that it will not often come 
out loser. The specious distinctions which the 
company draws between its method of insur- 
ance and puts and calls do not readily 
go down with sbrewd operators who have 
studied the circulars, and who only see in the 
business a more subtle and delusive form of 
the put and call.“ 

The new business is looked upon with con- 
siderable suspicion in the Open Board. Mr. 
Lines is a dweller on the North Side, almost 
unknown to fame, His name does not appear 
in the lines of the direetory. Mr. Van Winkle, 
on the other hand, has made a record. He has 
been for years distinguished as an unusually 
clever bucket-shop man, and was recently, it is 
e refused membership on the Open 

ard. 

Messrs. Lines and Van Winkle have been 
making endeavors recently to set up a brauen 
business in St. Louis. They are alieged to 
have tried their hand at the bucket-shop bust 
ness there, but, not succeeding, now wish St. 
Louis to pay toil to their insurance company. 
In a letter to an intended agent there, they ex- 
plaia that their plan is to insure traders against 
loss over night’’ or for “ aay length of time.“ 
They offer the agent the liberal commission of 
25 per cent of the premiums, and declare that 
they do the financial part of their business in 
the same way as the grain exchanges do. The 
agent deposits the premiums, and they Under- 
take to send him the settlements of the losses, 
including bis comm.ssions. Why should the 
agent not deduct his own commissions, as in 
many other insurance and other businesses? 
The company perhaps can explain. 

IN| FAVOR OF THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At a special meeting of the directors of the 
Board of Trade George B. Johnston, who has 
been under suspension for some time, was re- 
instated.

the New York Central The West

The Central Passenger Association eoncluded its 
labors yesterday. While the most serious di fiicul- 
ties in the way of a restoration of rates were not 
removed, considerable has been accomplished. 
Commissioner Pierson’s complaints under the rules 
were very few. Only two charges for violation of 
agreement were preferred, and most differ- 
ences between the various lines have 
been satisfactorily adjusted. The princi- 
difficulty in fully restoring rates, 
Mr. Pierson says, lies in the fact that the rates are 
80 low in the Eastern trunk-line territory that it is 
impossible to prevent more or less reductions in 
rates from points in Pennsylvania to the West. 


As it was found impossible at this time to restore 
seaboard rates from St. Louis, the St. Louis lines 
were authorized to agree upon reduced rates from 
St. Louis to Parkersburg, Wheeling, Pittsburg, and 
Buffalo, to be scaied below the seaboard rates. 


COMMISSIONS ABOLISHED AND OUTSIDE 
TICKET-OFFICES ABANDONED. 


The various roads in this city have at last com- 
menced to make reforms in east-bound passenger 
traffic, which, if faithfally adhered to, will no 
doubt prevent difficulty in this line hereafter. THE 
TRIBUNE has frequently stated that the most seri- 
ous evil from which the passenger departments of 
the railroads were suffering was the system of pay- 
ing commissions for the sale of tickets. Scalpers 
and outsiders were enabled to use a portion of the 
high commissions they received for the purpose of 
cutting the rates, and the agreements between the 
railroaas for the maintenance of rates could not be 
maintained. So great has this evil become that 
scaipers could always sell tickets at lower rates 
than the railroads themselves, and the public has 
been educated to go to scaiping Offices if they 
wished to secure low rates. A meeting of the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents of the Eastern roads was 
held yesterday. All the lines were represented, as 
follows: Lake Shore, Baltimore & Ohio, Uhicago 
& Grand Trunk, Pan-Handle, Fort Wayne, Michi- 
gan Central, Niagara Falles Short-Inne, Nickel- 
Plate, and Chicago & Atlantic. The ques- 
tion of surmounting the existing complications 
was taken up. Afteralengthy und animated dis- 
cussion the conclusion was reached that before 
any steps could be taken to reorganize the east- 
bound passenger pool and secure the maintenance 
of rates it was necessary to stamp out the commis- 
sion evil. It was agreed that hereafter no commis- 
sions On east- bound business should be paid to any- 
body and that the roads shonid not maintain 
any outside offices in this city except one regular 
city ticket office and the ticket offices at their re- 
spective depots. This abolishes the anion ticket 
offices at the Grand Pacific Hotel, Palmer House. 
and other hotels, and all tickets will have to be 
purchased at the regular railroad offices. If the 
agreement is taithfully carried out scalpers will 
no longer be able to undersell the railroads. In 
fact, they will find it hard to make a living, as their 
greatest source of income has been derived from 
the commissions they received. It was agreed to 
reéstablish a money pool on east-bound passenger 
business from this city, percentages to be evened 
up at the end of each month. Chairman Moore 
was instructed to prepare a plan for such a pool 
at once. Fast-dound passenger rates were not 
advanced.

A STIR IN DAKOTA ENTERPRISES. 

LA MOURE, Dak., June 17.—[Special.]|—The in- 
formation, supposed to be reliable. is received here 
that the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
Company has determined to extend its lines from 
Eliendale to St. George this season. A number of 
the raiiway officials have arranged to meet some of 
the representative citizens of St. George for a con- 
ference on this subject within a few days. The 
chief tmportance of the movement consists in the 
fact that the town of St. George is in the Northern 
Pacitic territory, on the route of the proposed 
extension of the Fargo & Southwestern 
Rellway, which at present terminates 
in La Moure. Rallway men everywhere and citi- 
zens Of Dakota generally have been watching with 
keen interest to see the great Chicago and St. Paul 
corporations break into this tempting field. The 
Rock Island Company ts supposed to be the actual 
owners of the James River Valley Line, which has 
been partially constructed between Watertown 
and Jamestown. but it is making no apparent prog- 
ress hitherward, and the advent of that lineis no 
longer expected for this year. If the Ellendale 
Branch of the St. Paul Road goes to St. George, as 
is now promised, it will undoubtedly continue to 
Bismarck either this season or next. But what is 
popularly termed the Northern Pacific country is 
reached fifteen or twenty miles north of Ellen- 
dale. so that the music will strike up the moment 
the St. Paul Company begins the extension from the 
latter village. St. George is a great wheat centre, 
and there was a spirited rivairy for the produce of 
that region last season between the grain buyers 
on the two lines, the haul to La Moure being about 
the same as to Ellendale. The St. George people 
claim that the Northern Pacific Company has broken 
faith with them in failing to extend the line from 
La Moure last fail, so as to furnish them trans- 
portation facilities. Another consideration of gen- 
eral interest is that the extensien of one Chicago 
line into the Northern Pacific country in the direc- 
tion of Bismarck will lead other Northwestern 
rouds to seek a foothold in this part of the Ter- 
ritory. An agreement has existed for two or three 
years preventing the Northern Pacific from 
building south of Milnor and La Moure and 
the southern roads from invading the northern 
Territory. This contract was virtually broken, 
though not literally, by the opening of the Fargo 
Southern under the guardianship of the St. Paul 
Company. Lively times may be expected in rail- 
way circles and town site enterprises when two or 
three of the big Northern corporations get to fight- 
ing for the business of the Upper James and Mis- 
souri River Valleys. 


DEPEW CHOSEN PRESIDENT OF THE CEN- 
| TRAL. 

New YorK, June 17.—The New York Central 
Railroad directors met this morning and elected 
Chauncey M. Depew President and Horace G. Hay- 
den Second Vice-President, the position formerly 
occupied by Mr. Depew. The office of Third Vice- 
President was abolished. 

In accepting the Presidency of the New York 
Central Mr. Depew acted against the advice of 
many friends, who argue that he has injured his 
political prospects. They hold that although De- 
pew declined the unanimous nomination of United 
States Senator two years ago he would accept the 
nomination for Governor of the State, which was 
certain to be tendered him this fall. According to 
seniority the position was due to C. C. Clark, First 
Vice-President of the company. Mr. Clark was the 
first to suggest to Vanderbilt the name of Depew. 
Mr. Depew was born in Peekskill. His ancestor 
was a Huguenot, who settled there over 200 years 
ago and bought the homestead farm which has 
since remained in the family. His mother was a 


granddaughter of a brother of. Roger Sherman, a 


signer of the Declaration of Independence. 
Speaking of his election to the office of President 
of the New York Central & Hudson River Railroad 
today. Mr. Depew said: *“*My election means the 
continuance of the present policy of the company, 
or, in other words. it means the unanimous approval 
by the Board of Directors of what is known as the 
Vanderbilt policy. That policy, to put it in a few 
words, is to give the public the best possibie serv- 
ice ut fair rates and to have that absolute lack of 
favoritism and that rigid economy which will se- 
cure a fair return to the investors in the property.“

At the annual meeting of the Association of Rail- 
road Telegraph Superintendents heid at Cleve- 
land yesterday the following officers were elected:

Lang, Boston, Vice-President; P. W. Drew, Chi- 
cago, Secretary and Treasurer. The morning ses- 
sion was spent in hearing explanations of two sys- 
tems designed to utilize inductive effects of cur- 
rents of electricity, whereby messages can be sent 
to and received from moving trains. At the after- 
noon session a resolution was adopted recom- 
mending a change of the Morse symbol now used 
to represent the figure 0. 

At Indianapolis, Ind., in the United States Court 
Judge Woods made a ruling upon the report of 
Master J. D. Cox, to whom Judges Gresham and 
Baxter referred the question of fixing the amount 
of rentals to be paid by the receiver of the Toledo, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis Railroad for rolling-stock 
and repairs. The allowances of Master Cox were 
objected to by the bondholders and other creditors, 
and Judge Woods fixed the monthly rate of rentais 
as follows: For locomotives, $115 instead of $160; 
passenger coaches, $36 instead of $50; baggage and 
express, $18 instead of $25; box cars, $5 instead of 
$8; stock cars, $8 instead of $12; coal cars, $4.50 
instead of $7; flats, $3.50 instead of $6. For repairs 
on locomotives the allowances of Master Cox were 
reduced 25 per cent, and for other repairs 65 per 
cent.

DOMINION DOINGS. 


DISCUSSING THE ANTI-CHINESE BILI—AR- 
RANGEMENTS LOOKING TO THE SETTLE- 
MENT OF THE FISHERIES QUESTION—VIC- 
TIMIZING NORTHWEST SETTLERS. 
OrTawa, Ont., June 17.—[ Special. The Anti- 

Chinese bill has been printed and distributed 

with some changes. It is proposed that every 

Chinese person entering Canada shall pay a 

duty or fine of $50, instead of $10, as at first 

propsed, excepting always tourists, members 
of diplomatic corps, merchants, men of sci- 
ence, Government agents, and students who 
bear certificates of identity. All Chinese 
now in the country are to be exempt 
from payment of duty. Chinese desiring to 
leave Canada can receive a certificate entitling 
them to return without payment of the $50 
fine. Mr. Chapleau has given notice of a reso- 
lution propusing that the Controller, the in- 
terpreter, and other persous who may be ap- 
pointed under the bill to restrict and regulate 

Chinese immigration into the Dominion of 

Canada should be so appointed and their re- 

muneration be fixed by order of the Governor- 

General in council, the salary of the interpre- 

ter not to exceed $3,000 a year, and that the 

amount of such remuneration be heid a charge 
upon the consolidated revenues of Canada and 
paid out of the same.”’ 

Negotiations are now being carried on bo- 
tween the several Governments interested 
with a view to securing arrangements for the 
final settlement of the fisheries question, 
which bas from time to time been agitated by 
the people of Canada and the United States. 
Sir Jobo A. Macdonald will bring the corre- 
spondence on the subject to the notice of Par- 
liament before the close of the session. It is 
understood that a proposition has been made 
by the United States Government for the 
President to undertake to bring the whole 
question of the fisheries before Congress at 
the December sitting, and to recommend the 
appointment of a joint commission charged 
with the settlement, upon just and equitable 
terms, of the entire fishery question. In the 
meantime the proposition of the United States 
is that there be no enforcement of the fishery 
laws and reguiations from July 1 to the close 
of the present fishing season. 

In connection with the Northwest troubles it 
bas come out that an official of the Department 
of the interior named Robert Lang, who was 
some time ago sent to the Northwest by the 
Government to adjust certain land claims, has 
been issuing bogus land patents to settiers in 
the Northwest and pocketing the money. An 
investigation is now going on, but as yet it is 
impossible to know the extent to which the un- 
fortunate settlers bave been victimized by 
Lang, who, fname out that he had beon de- 
tected in his fraudulent operations, left for the 
United States. It is believed that Lang was 
not alone in the land-patent swindle, and that. 
several prominent individuals will shortly, be 
shown to have been assoviated with him.

Whie awaiting the arrival of the pbhysi- 
lan Edwards, who was resting the 
bead of his wife upon his 
was heard to exclaim: My God, 
is better that we die together!“ 
' thereupon drew a revolver from his poco 
and, pointing the weapon at the temple of his 
wife, pulied the trigger, but it failed to go off. 
In his excited condition of mind, not realizing 
that the weapon had done no injury to bis 
wife, Edwards pointed the pistol to his own 
head and again pulled the trigger.

THE CITY’S HEALTH. 
SMALI-POX. 
Health-Commissioner De Wolf received a 
dispatch from Secretary Rauch of the State 
Board of Health yesterday stating that the 
Mayor of Davenport, Iu., had notified him that 


the Polynesia passengers were to be sent there 


via the Rock Island, but would be prevented 
from entering the State. The Commissioner 
was requested to look out for these emigrants. 
He accordingly telegraphed to.New York to 
find out when they left there. They are to be 
examine. by medical inspectors before they 
reach this city, and if a case of small-pox is 
found among them the whole lot will pe vac- 
cinated. Higuteen carloads of emigrants 
passed through Chicago yesterday on their 
way to Iowa, and twenty-one more car-loads 


| will come in this morning. Inspectors went 


out on the Fort Wayne Road last night to 
look over the latter. In view of the outbreak 
of smali-pox among those quarantined at 
Ward's Island, Commissioner De Wolf 
will pay close attention to all emigrants arriv- 
ing in this city in order to prevent the disease 
being scattered over the West. The Commis 
sioner thinks that those who came over in the 
Polynesia were held long enough to sbow that 
they were free from small-pox. 
THE SOUTH FORK. 


“There is no more of an emergency now 
than there has been for eight years, said 
Commissioner De Wolf yesterday in speaking 
of the cieaning of the South Fork. But tne 
source of poiluuon is in the Town of Lake, 
and its authorities ought to clean the stream. 
The city will maintain the Bridgeport pump- 
ing-works. An underground conduit from the 
head of the fork to the works has been pro- 
posed. A plan for cleaning it, however, is a 
question of engineering. Something ought to 
be done. But if work was commenced at once 
it wouldn’t be of much valuethis year. I in- 
tended hammering away at the thing until the 
nuisance is abated. 
without success, but am not discouraged.” . 

COMPLAINING OF THE STINKS. 

Mr. Edwin Walker, on behalf of the Calumet 
Club, made complaint to the Health Depart- 
ment yesterday about the Bridgeport stinks, 
which have been unusually nauseating for the 
last ten days. The explanation, according to 
Dr. De Wolf, is that some brickmakers haye 
been taking clay from the South Fork. When 
this clay is first heated the escaping gases are 
infernal.“ The Commissioner doesn’t know 
ot aremedy. But the South Siders have this 
consolation: The smell is so loud chat it will 
kill choiera germs; and Controller Gurney says 
when the cholera prevailed here last there 
wasn't a case within the territory covered by 
the Bridgeport odors. 


THE TEACHERS DISLIKE IT. 

A RECENT RULE OF THE CITY BOARD OF EDU- 
CATION MEETS WITH OPPOSITION. 
Some time ago the City Board of Education 
adopted a resolution instructing the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, the two Assistant Superin- 
tendents, and the Principals to visit the differ- 
ent institutions of fearning periodically, to 
make a note of the conduct, capability, and 
management of all the teachers at each place 
visited, and to fill out a blank form with their 
observations, a copy of which was to be se- 
¢retly entered in a book in the office of the 
Superintendent, and which should be open to 
nobody except the members of the Board of 
Education. Some of the teachers have taken 
exception to this system of ‘* spotting,” as 
they term it, and last week an editorial severely 
criticising the Board ot Education for adopt- 
ing it appeared in a journal devoted to the in- 
terest of teachers and of education. One of 
the women teachers sent a communication ac- 
companied by a clipping of the editorial in 
question to Tun TRIBUNE and asked if it is 
not a shame for the Board of Education to de- 
scend to a system of espionage upon its teach- 
ers and to use one teacher as a spy against an- 
other. A TRIBUNE reporter called on Mr. A. 
O. Story of tie Board of Education and asked 
him what he thought of the matter, He re- 
plied: ‘** The woman who sent that communi- 
cation to THe TRIBUNE hadn’t a good motive 
in doing it. 
that she knew something of the editorial 
before it was printed. The fact of 
the matter is, that we inaugurated 
the system complained of for the protection of 
teachers themseives. There are only firteen 
members of the Board of Education, and we 
bave to deal with at least 1,200 teachers, whom 
we elect in many cases without knowing any- 
thing about them. Hitherto the Superintend- 
ent of Schools or the Principal of a certain 
school might preter a charge of incompetency 
or something else against a teacher and in- 
fluence the board to discharge him or her. In 
order to do full jastice to the teachers we in- 
augurated the system complained of. One of 
the inspectors or ‘spotters,’ as your corre- 
#pondent calls them, never knows when the 
other three are to inspect a school; be merely 
makes his report and hands it in to the board 
for entry in the secret book. Should three of 
tae four happen to report unfavorably of any 
one teacher, it Would appear as though there 
wus a reasonable occasion for dismissing that 
particular teacher. No, sir, the board has not 
descended to espionage in the matter, but has 
taken honorabie means to protect teachers 
from possible prejudiced reports from one in- 

dividual.” 


REAL ESTATE. 

JOHN FORSYTHE SECURES AN INJUNCTION. 

John Forsythe filed a bill yesterday against 
the Equitable Insurance Company of New Lon- 
don and M. L. Seudder to restrain a foreclosure 
sale of a large amount of property. In 1872 
Forsythe gave a mortgage to the company to 
secure a loan of $96,000, but the nominal 
amount of the notes was $115,000. On this lat- 
ter sum he has been paying 10 per cent inter- 
est, but the company advertised the property 
for sale yesterday. An injunction was obtained 
to prevent the sale. The property in question 
is scattered over the city and includes lots 
upon the south side of South Water street, be- 
tween State street and Wabash avenue; the 
west side of Clark street, between Polk and 
Taylor; the east side of Clark street, between 
Taylor and Twelfth; the west side of Prairie 
avenue, just porth of Eighteenth street; Co- 
logne street, between Short and Deering; and 
north side of Harrison street, between Aber- 
deen and Morgan.

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President Sanders’ Address~Benefits 
of Amalgamation—Drummers a 
Necessary Evil. 


Interesting Papers at the Afternoon Ses- 


sion~Nurserymen as Teachers of 
, Horticu!ture. 


The tenth annual convention of the Amert- 
can Association of Nurserymen, Florists, and 
Seedsamen opened yesterday morning at Weber 
Music-Hall. About 250 members, comprising 
representatives from every State in the Union, 
were in attendance. One of the ante-rooms 
was used as a sort of intelligence office, where 
the members reported and were formally in- 
troduced to each other, and another ante-room 
was used for the dispiay of samples of fine 
fruit, gardening implements, etc. The asso- 
ciation has at present about 400 members on 
the roll. The convention will last three days, 
during which time all matters of interest to 
the trade will be brought under review. 

President Edgar Sanders of Wright's Grove, 
Chicago, called the meeting to order. A com- 
mittee consisting of B. F. Hulber of Obio, M. 
A. Hunt of Illinois, S. D. Willard of New York, 
C. L. Waters ot Iowa, George W. Campbell of 
Ohio, G. K. Jewell of Wisconsin., and Edward 
York of Kansas was appointed to take charge 
of the conveation arrangements. An invita- 
tion to an excursion on the lake Thursday aft- 
ernoon was accepted. 4 

President Sanders then delivered the annual 
address. Ten years ago, Centennial year, he 
said, tne first National Convention of Nursery- 
men was held in this city. The tendency of 
the are was toward associations to modity and 
control output and prices. With capital this 
was called monopoly; with labor, amalgama- 
tion. Aa association like the one he was ad- 
dressing was bound to be beneficial. He prom- 
ised the hospitality of the city to the conven- 
tion, and outlined the program of business 
and pleasure. He advised the readers of 
papers to make them as short as possible, 
and leave a chance for free discussion. 
The florists intended boiding an annual con- 
vention on their own account August next in 
Cincinnati. He showed that nurserymen and 
florists had much in common, but stood on a 
different plane as to their methods and wants, 
consequently separate associations. and joint 
conventions were ulike to be commended. He 
then referred to the drumming branch of the 
business, arguing that the drummer or ‘* tree- 
agent was a necessary evil, and not so much 
of an evil after all. He referred to the pro- 
posed establishment of a monthly trade organ 
by the assoc ation, but, not seeing clearly how 
it could be done, threw the matter over on the 
Business Committee. 

IN THE AFTERNOON. 

At the afternoon session G. H. Miller of Nor- 
wich, O., read a paper on Nurserymen as 
Teachers of Horticulture.” He dwelt on the 
great improvement in moaern methods of 
nursery-gardening. He held it was the duty 
of nurserymen to educate the masses in horti- 
culture; homes, school-bouses, churches, gar- 
dens, plots, and parks would be greatly beau- 
tified if people had an elementary knowledge 
of floriculture and borticulture. Every horti- 
culturist should have experimental grounds 
for testing new varieties and otherwise keep- 
ing himself abreast of the time. 

W. F. Heikes of Huntsville, Ala. read a 
paper on The Effect. on Distant Removal of 
Trees and Plants.“ There was no literature 
on the subject, he said, and they had to rely 
on the observation and experience of recent 
years. He gave some practical advice on trans- 
planting trees, the result of his own observa- 
tion. 

Both papers were favorably criticised. 

An open discussion then took place on mat- 
ters connected with the nursery business. J. 
Jenkins of Winona advocated the employ- 
ment of help in nurseries. He had found 
it more remunerative to pay skilled men 
than use unskilled labor in his nurseries. 
Several speakers were of the same opinion, 
but one or two thought a skilled foreman was 
enough. All agreed that to have skilled meu 
or experts in the business a training in boy- 
hood was necessary—a long apprenticeship in 
early years, as in other skilled trades—and men 
who had been so trained up could always com- 
mand good salaries. 

The President was authorized to name a 
cummittee of thirteen to nominate officers for 
the ensuing year and select the place for hoild- 
img the next convention. The committee will 
meet this morning. A committee was ap- 
pointed to take care of exhibits 
sent to the convention. Reports on 
stock were then called for, and brief 
verbal reports were made by delegates from 
the various States. Stock was in fair condi- 
tion, with a slight increase in the supply, and 
business fairly good. 

The Treasurer's report was submitted, show- 
ing a balance of $188 to the credit of the asso- 
ciation. A committee of five was appointed to 
draw up a copy of a blank form containing in- 
terrogatives relative to the condition of nurse- 
ry stock, these forms to be sent to nursery- 
men over the country in collecting information 
for the annual convention. 

The convention adjourned until 9a. m. today.

The elevator-men are 
about the only ones that offer any 
obstacle to the transaction of this important 
branch of business. It should not escape the 
notice of persons interested that 300, 000 bu 
of wheat has just been taken at Milwaukee 
for shipment to Buffaio to get the benefit of 
the reduced rates ‘of storage there. Chicako 
is a much better place for the storage ot grain 
than Buffalo, barring the storage charges. But 
the Buffalo elevator companies have had the 
wisdom to recognize the fact that they cannot 
keep up to the boom level and retain their 
business. Does it cost so very much more to 
build amd manage elevators in Chicago than in 
Buffaio?

10 cars—and_ this tended to futther weaken an al- 
ready weak market, caused chiefly by the oil trade 
being in a state of semi-stagnation; besides which 
there is more old seed in the country than was an- 
ticipated. For August delivery $1.27 was asked. 
September sold at $1.24, and §1.20 was bid for the 
year. Timothy was inactive, with 61.42 bid for 
September delivery. Cash prime seed was nom- 
inally $1.47@1.48. Hungarian seed was quotably 50 
ssc, common millet 45@65c, and German millet 
60@90c. | 

There was only as moderate movement in any 
branch of the jobbing trade. Dry goods, white 
goods, and millinery received more attention than 
other lines, but there was no activity anywhere. 
The grocery market was fairly steady, the demand 
being about as good as is usual to the season. 
Butter and ‘cheese remained firm. Not much was 
doing in dried fruits. Coal and pig-iron were life- 
less. 

There was considerable trading in a small way on 
the street markets, but the volume of trading done 
was only moderate. The sales of vegetables were 
limited to local consumption and were light, Dut 
prices were firm. All kinds of green fruits were in 
fair request, but strawberries were dull and lower, 
although there was some very fine Michigan fruit 
on sale. The receipts were light and are beginning 
to come in from all directions. Eggs were dull and 
weak. Poultry declined by reason of a plentiful 
supply. Even choice stocks of old potatoes were 
firmer, there being a slightly increased demand, 
but the season for them is nearly over, new stocks 
rapidly taking their place. Choice grades of hay 
were $1.00@2.00 lower. Thedecline is chiefly at- 
tributable to the fact that the market is over- 
stocked with low grades of hay, for which there is 
no demand, and they so tend to drag down the val- 
ues of the better qualities. 

It is good philosophy to be thankful for small 
favors in the hope that larger ones will come along 
presently. The good news comes that the wheat 
crop of Texas is better than was expected. The 
largest crop ever raised in that State was in 1884, 
being given as 5,569,600 bu. This was 900,000 bu 
more than the crop of North Carolina and about 
five-eighths aslarge as the wheat crop of Mary- 
land. 

A better demand for Chicago spring wheat was 
reported in New York yesterday. This is scarcely 
to de wondered at when itis remembered that the 
article is said to be offered there at some 8c per bu 
less than it would cost to buy here and pay the 
current expenses of the transfer. About 16 boat+ 
loads were taken at }4¢@lc advance. 

An official of the Northern Pacific Railroad esti- 
mates that the wheat crop of Dakota and Minne- 
sota for this year will be 10 per cent larger than 
the crop of 1884. Advices from California indicate 
much better prospects for wheat on the Pacific 
slope. 

Prime’s latest estimate of de crop of winter 
wheat is about 201,000,000 bu. The estimates are 
all clustering around these figures, ranging a few 
million bushels above and below them. For the 
spring wheat crop it is yet too early to form an in- 
telligent opinion, and the estimates vary much 
more widely than in the other case. St. Louis bas 
now her annnal car-ioad of wheat en route from 
Texas, and was yesterday disposed to be bearish 
on account of it. :

York, however, the tobacco crop is gradually grow- 
ing in importance. The great Havana-growing 
section of Onondaga County shows a slight de- 
crease in e. Pennsylvania growers feel blue, 
but will probably set nearly as much as last year, 
notwithstanding mostly seed-leaft. Wisconsin is 
becoming the great competitor of Eastern tobacco- 
growers. Growers there have realised higher ay- 
erage prices during the last winter than have been 
paid for the Havana orthe Eastern States. This 
has given the business a great impetus, and the av- 
erage will be at least one-fourth larger than last 
year. Aside from the general business depression 
the state of the tobacco market is primarily due to 
the importation of Sumatra tobacco. Through the 
efforts of the New England Tobacco Growers’ As- 
sociation the tariff on Sumatra leaf was increased 
from 35 to 75 cents per pound in 1883, but the import- 
ers have been able to evade the law and it is practi- 
cally inoperative. The growers of seed-leaf to- 
bacco throughout the country will spare no effort 
to secure an ironclad probibitory tariff at the next 
session of Congress. 

A New York paper has the foliowing: 

“The tin market is greatly excited over the cor- 
ner engineered by A. Strauss of London, who has 
gained possession of 5,000 of the 6,000 tons of 
‘straits’ tin vow in the London market, where, it is 
said, a large short interest exists. In this city 
the supply amounts to only 500 tons, of which 100 
tons are in transit. The local stock is well distrib- 
uted through the trade. The price of tin has ad- 
vanced £9 in London within a week, and in this, 
city 20 per Ib, or nearly $45 per ton.
